This,  logeihcr  with  the  laci,  that  the  receipts  in  each  ef  these 
yeais  exccetlec!  lheannn;il  h'abilitieS;  waiianis  the  coiichisiou  that 
revenue  suflficienl  to  n  Heve  the  Stale  fioiii  her  late  hunjilialing 
enil)aiia?.snien(s,  has  now  been  provided. 

This  liist  gieat  objeci  having  been  attained,  the  nexl^  and  httle 
less  iM)po:lanl  one,  is  lo  proviiic  that  this  revenue  be  brought  into 
the  Treasury  in  lime,  to  meet  the  demands  upon  it. 

The  extraordinary  large  amount  whici:  (in  the  fiscal  year  just 
closed)  hiis  been  leeeivcd  m  coupons,  has  iiad  the  very  desirable 
effect  of  materially  lessening  the  amount  of  interest  to  be  funded; 
but  as  a  considerable  part  of  these  leceipis  were  on  accoimt  of 
taxes  due  for  the  year  IS47;  the  receipts  in  the  current  year  fmm 
that  source  will  to  a  like  extent  be  diminished.  Notwuhsianilin<y 
this  drawback  on  the  receipts  of  the  year,  it  is  estimated  thai  these 
leceipis,  together  with  tlie  balance  in  the  Treasmy,  will  be  ade- 
quate to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the  year.  But  as  eeliinates,  how- 
ever guarded,  are  liable  to  disappointment,  it  is  the  part  of  piu- 
dence,  especially  in  a  matter  of  such  vilal  importance,  to  provide 
by  all  ihe  means  in  its  power  against  such  contingency. 

The  Tieasurer  would  respectfully  suggest, as  the  most  easy,  na- 
tiual  and,  he  thinks,  effectual  provision  to  accomplish  (his  desira- 
ble purpose,  the  passage  of  an  act  during  the  present  ses- 
sion, requiring  one-Iourth  part  of  the  (axes  of  1S4S,  to  be  paid  into 
the  Treasury  on  the  Isi  October  IS4S,  (instead  of  as  now  on  the 
1st  Januaiy  1819.)  and  orre  fourth  part  quaiteily  theieafter, and  so 
foi  future  years.  Such  provision,  he  thinks,  will  obviate  the  in- 
conveiiieucc  that  might  otherwise  flow  froni  ihe  payments  which 
have  been  made  in  the  past  year  on  account  of  the  taxes  of  1847, 
and,  in  that  event,  the  great  benefit  of  a  reduction  of  the  funded 
arrears,  will  iiave  been  obtained;  without  impairing  the  future  ability 
of  the  Treasmy,  or  iuiposing  any  additional  tax  upon  the  citizens 
of  the  State.
